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of our boys and girls, has ò2apn taken out. The urge to comolete the course has been 
too costly to the joy and testimony of the boys and girls. 

For 1923-29 De A. Broadbent taught alone. He vad 239 students and graduated 48. 
His reoort showed 99 students in Old Testament, 63 in New Testament, 47 in Church 
History ani 15 in Junior Seminary work. The total number was avoroximately 70 ver 
cent of the total hish school enrol:iment for that year. 

Tn 1929-30 there were enro led 107 students in Old Testament, 63 in New Testament, 
and 54 in Church History. an interestinz comment made at the end cf the year showed 
that f the Wasatch Stake Jeminary graduates: 27 had filled foreign missions; 29 had 
served and were serving as nrofessional teachers; 4 were graduate nurses; and 41 had 
married and none of them were divorced. 

The annual report for 1930-31 showed a total enrollment in the hish school of 
335 students, of these 273 had taken or were taking Seminary classes. 118 in Old 
Testament, 79 in New Testament, and 52 in Church History and Doctrine. Members of 
the graduating class included Don Hicken, Maron Hiatt, Delbert Sweat, Leon Ritchie, 
and Robert Watson. 

The high school enrollment in 1931-32 increased to 03, of whom some 391 vere 
L.D.S. 266 were registered for Seminary work. 57 students completed the work 
required Per graduations The comment was made thut scarcely any of the L.D.S. 
students in high school comolete the four years in hi-h school without taking one or 
more of the Seminary courses. During the school year, 66 honors were awarded in the 
high school; 54 of these were awarded to Seminary students. These 54 included the 
Valedictorian, all studen body officers but one, eleven out of the twelve members 
of the scho 1 paper staff, all the cast in the school irama, eight out of eleven 
orincipals in the opera, all the school debators but two, ami just one-half of the 
school =thletes. 

In 1932-33 the Seminary enrollment droosed to 135 students, a decrease of 8l. 
This was due to the new dolicy of the L.D.S. Denartment of Edue@ation which required 


the alternating of classes; and as = result classes in Old Testament were not offered 


that year. A project was conducted during the year in Temperence and Self Improvements 
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Que3tionaires ware filled in y th? students. The thiri sund y of each month from 
January to Avril was given over to Seminary students of the various wards to yrovide 
ani conduct the orovrans in Sacrament M-atings. The soeeches were all iven by 
Seminary students on topics cnosen from their work in New Testament and Church History. 
Musical and literary numbers wera intersoersed. 

In 193334 the class rotating system was continued. Courses were of ered in Old 
Tastament ani Church History but none in New Testament. Senior Seminary work was 
restricted to students of the tent, eleventh and twelfth grades. A registration of 
207 students in Senior Seminary was shown, ani incranse of 22 over the vrecedin+ year. 
101 students w re err lled in Church History classes and 33 were graduated. The 
students were assigned the task of writing a history of the Wasatch Seminary but the 
work was not completed. The Commencement oro-ram consisted of twelve sermonettes 
centered about the First Vision, taking "Phen and Now" 23 a suide to what Joseph 
Smith haz restored to the earth. 

Available reports agem to show no unusual events or activities that took place 
in 1934=35. The rotating orosram seems to have been discontinued with cla3ses being 
given in Old Testament and New Tastament, with the work in Church History being carried ` 
on a3 uguale Records show an enrollment of 131 students in the two Bible classes and 
67 students in Church History, making a total of 233. 

Two hundred and six students were enr lled for Seminary classes in 1936— 37.6 In 
Old Testament there were 97; in New Testament 56; and in Church History 53. The high 
school as well showed a slight decrease in enrollment. During the year two Seminary 
students who were not members of the chur'h were baotized. Sivhteen Seminary programs 
were given thr -gzhovt the stake. A trip to the Temle grounds and other places of 
historic interest was made by the students to their delight and inssiration. 

Following the comletion of the year 1936-37, De Ae Broadbent was retired from 
the Seminary System after many years of faithful service. He had served a3 oresidant 
of the stake for many years in aidition to his work as Seminary Princisal. He was 


replaced by Wendell M. Rigby who came to Wasatch after seven years of work in 


the Seminaries of Morc.... aver, and Monroe; and Royden C. Braithwaite, freah from 
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from grad ation from the Brigham Youns University. Enrollment during this year reached 
the hi h tot=l of 303 students, an increase of 97 over the orevious year. One hundred 
twelve students particioated in Seminary public >.rograms during the year. “ach of the 
wards was visited at least once and eighteen such orograns were siven. An activity 
orogram was stressed throughout the yeare A one-act Christmas olay was ziven (The Gift); 
and an annval dramatic production was introduced, the first play bein; "WHO SAID QUIT?" 
by Phelos and Short. The followin- students wore members of the cast: Wilmae Grimshaw, 
Bill Nelson, Grant Bethers, Carol Jones, Hove Murdock, Aileen Smith, Ray Broadbent, 
Leo Clayburn, Niff Murdock, Beth Winterton, and Barney Murdock. The olay was presented 
in the Stake House and in the Midway First Ward Chaoel to appreciative audiences, 
43 students were graduated at the close of the year. For the Commencement Program 
a vageant, "The Sign", written and directed by Principal Rigby was oresented. It 
dealt with the appearance of Jesus to the Neohites. all graduates were in costume 
and had speaking parts. 

AS a result of the call of President Broadbent to serve as a Mission President, 
the Stake Presidency was reorganized with H. Clay Cummins as President and Don Clyde 
and Nephi Probst as counsellors. Charles N. Broadbent was retained as stake clerk. 
These brethren with the two Seminary instructors constituted the new Stake Board of 
Hducation. | 

During the year a number of changes were made; the Stake Presidency took over the 
office that had been used for Seminary purooses and later constructed a small partitioned 
office in the hallway uostairs for the Seminary men. A metal filing cabinet was 
ourchased ani more efficient system of student records was instituted. All text 
books were »virchased by the Seminary and a system of student book fees inaugurated 
to take care of the ex»venses. The students were ch:rged $1.25 which covered the total 
Seminary ex .enses for the year. It proved to be a very satisf -ctory means of getting 
books and supplies into the hands of all students. 

The student enrollment again shoved an increase in 1938-39. 313 students were 


enrolled in Senior Seminary classes in addition to avoroximately 150 more seventh 


and eighth grade students who particioated in the Junior Seminary «ctivities on a five 
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day a week basis durin’ ona half of the year. Thre> non-memoers of the Church completed 
the Seminary work durins the veer. Eleven wmblic rosrans were given in the various 
wards, etc., anda total of 188 students oarticioated in these »rograms. A transcrip= 
tion machine was given to the stake by the Gene-al Church Board, and the Seminary used 
all available money in the Jurchase of transcription recoris for both the Old and 

New Testament classes. Particular emphasis was placed in all the clas323 on the 
Anti-Liquor-Tobacco camaisn and some good results sə med to have been achieved. 

A RowePeterson Royalty Play was used for the second annual dramatic oroduction; it 

was entitled "“Shirtslesves". The cast included Norma Broadbent, Carl Hylton, Aileen 
Smith, Dale Thacker, Dale Buys, LaRue Clement, Hove Murdock, Marion Carlile, Alta 


Baird, Howard Jas.erson, Ruy Broedbent, Lars Jenkins, Quentin Hicken, Inez Berg, 


Leah Holdaway, Fern Wright, Kent McDonald, and Bud srowne The Seminary instructors 


were assisted by Florence Rigby in costuming, and Alice Braithwaite with the staging. 
A one-act play was also oroluced for the Christmas Assembly. 

Rather extensive additions were made to the Seminary Library which provided 
some interesting ani valuable sudolementary resding material. A costume and equipment 
room was made from one of the renovated rooms in the basement and sudolied space for 
costumes and materials which were being acquired by the Seminary. dicen 
students were graduated at the close of the year. A egeant wat used for the 
Commencement Exercises in which a 1 graduates varticinated. The pageant chosen was 
"From Manger to Cross" by J. Karl Wood, but was changed and ada>ted by Wendell M. 
Rigby. The three regvlar classes in Seminary were conducted during the year. Old 
Testament, with Washburn's Story of the Qld Testament, and Dalby's Land and Leaders 
of Israel being used as tests; New Testament, with Tanner's The Hew Testament speaks 


being used; «nd Church History with Berrett's The Restored Church used as the text book. 


The school year 1939-40 was comoleted in + aatisfactory manner. Of the 469 
students in high school, 306 were enrolled in Seminary and an additional 42 Seminary 
graduates were still in school. Records showed 76.5 ver cent of the L.D.S. students 
in high school were registered for one or more Seminary classes. A consistently 


large number of activities were soonsored. This included a Founders! Day, which was 
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{ntrodyced during the yesr. an as-enbly orozram vas resented in the hish school; 
programs were conducted in : | où th»: seminary c1a33e33 and a Founders’ Dzy Ball was 
held at night to which all members of the hish school vere invited as guests. Nearly 
500 students attended; a receodtion was held and refreshments served. 
The third annual dramatic orod ction was another Row-?Peterson dlay, “Headed For 
Eden": the cast included Elizabeth Sander, Marjoris Cles, Dale Thacker, Helen McMillan, 
Shirley Allen, Marjorie Childs, Norme Larson, Doris Fern Murdock, Dona Clyde, Evan 
Hicken, Doris Hamblin, Ellis Casser, Myrtle Giles, Clyde Muir, Dean Johnson, Duke 
Johnson, and Bob Rdwards. a 

Forty-five members of the graduatin« ørous and Instructor Rigby made a Seminary 
excursion over the old Mormon Trail. They went as far as Fort Bridg-r, Wyoming, 
and had a very thrillin: educational and recreational tripe as part of the vreduation 
program, the schools in central Utah joined to,ether and insugurated an Annual 
Seminary Convocation for “raduates, oarents, Seminary teachers, menbers of stake 
oresid-=ncies, etc. It consisted of a droxram in the Utah Stake Tabernacle, followed 
by a dance in the Women's Gym ct the Brigham Young University. Students thorouvhly 
enjoyed the new ex.erience. All exoenses were c- red for by the %.articioating schools, 
with no cost to the students. Sixty students graduated at the close of the year, 
the exercises consistin: of a series of pagean.=-plays called “The Mother's of Men". 
The L.D.5. Department of “duc tion «ttemoted to care for the largs enrollment 
Iroblem by granting an a? ?rooriation of €50.00 during the year to care for oart of 
the clerical ex2enses. 

jaminur. students h-d the oovortunity of participating in a number of orograms 
during 190-41, mostly Sacrament me-tings.e The orovrams consisted of music and 
readin: numbers and talks orevared by the students from materials studied in their

various classes, Students were chosen largely from the Old Testament, New Testament, 
and Church History cla3s:es. Seminary students varticioated as usual in all the 
school events. All were particularly roud of two of the students, Marjorie Clegg 
and Leah Holdaway (»oth Church History students), who reoresented Wasatch High School 
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in the National Debate Tournament in Kentucky. They had- .reviously won first place
